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- BACKGROUND & PROBLEM 
The Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth 
received approval for the Red Hill Creek Expressway in 


1985. This included the closure of Upper Horning Road 
at the Expressway, scheduled for 1995. 


The Town of Ancaster is developing a secondary plan 
for the Meadowlands. Identification of the future 
location of any proposed Regional roads will assist in 
developing a plan for land uses in the Meadowlands. 


Due to these issues, the Region is undertaking this 
planning and design study to consider development of 
new roads in the Meadowlands area. 


RESULTS OF THE STUDY TO DATE

PROPOSED REGIONAL AND LOCAL ROAD EXTENSIONS

The Ontario Municipal Board approved the designation of the Meadowlands 
for residential (pop. 20,000), commercial and industrial use in the Town of 
Ancaster Official Plan. The Plan also showed future regional roads including 
the extension of Stone Church Road and Glancaster Road. 


Town of Ancaster requests input from the Regional Roads Department in the 
realignment of proposed roads in the Meadowlands for the purpose of 
minimizing the impact on the Environmentally Sensitive Area. 


Town is informed that the Region must carry out a ”Class Environmental 
Assessment” to determine the location of the road and that the Region is also 
proposing to provide an access out of the Gurnett neighbourhood as a result 
of the proposed closure of Upper Horning Road. 


Regional Roads Department begins the class environmental assessment 
process and sets up a study team including regional and municipal staff and 
agencies such as the Ministry of Natural Resources and the Hamilton Region 
Conservation Authority. 


Regional Roads Department holds two public information centres to: 


* explain to the public why the study is being done 

* show the alternative road locations being considered 

* obtain comments from the public about concerns they may have with the 
road locations and 

* obtain information about the area 

* explain the factors that the Region will use to compare the impacts of the 
road locations 

* show the results of environmental studies done in the area 


The Region advertised the information centre in newspapers (Hamilton 
Spectator, Ancaster News and Mountain News) and delivered flyers to over 
3,000 residents in the area. 


Winter of 

1992/93 Region reviews the comments obtained from the information centres, 
meetings with property owners in the Meadowlands, agencies and staff and 
decides to examine a fourth route location 


May 1993 Letters are sent to all members of the public who wrote comments to the 
Region. Letters also included information about the upcoming public 
information centres. 


June 1993 - Two public information centres are held to show the routes that have been 
evaluated and the route that the Regional Roads Department recommends. 
Notices are placed in the same newspapers as previously and are mailed to the 
area residents and property owners. 


Summer 1993 - Region reviews the comments obtained from the information centres, 
meetings with property owners in the Meadowlands, agencies and staff. 


Region begins a Transportation Plan that will be reviewing the criteria used 
to designate Regional roads. A decision is made to delay the approval for the 
Meadowlands roads connecting to Southcote Road and Highway 53 until the 
Transportation Plan is completed in 1994 and it is determined that there is a 
need for Regional Roads in this area. 


A comparison of the routes shows that the extension of Stone Church Road 
to the Golf Links Road interchange would have the least impact on the 
Environmentally Sensitive Area and the provincially significant wetland. It 
would also be the most efficient route for the extension of Stone Church 
Road and could be built without having to finalize the remainder of the road 
network in the Meadowlands. 


Letters are sent to all public who provided comments at the last public 
information centres. 


Public Information Centres are held to show the route that the Regional 
Roads Department recommends and to explain the reasons. No decision will 
be made until after the public information centres. 


Process to Complete the Study 


Following the Information Centres, the Roads Department is willing to meet with individuals 
or groups that still have concerns with the project or require further explanation of the process 
that was followed in reaching decisions. 


After discussions with the public and agencies, the Roads Department will make a 
recommendation to Regional Council. The Council approved project will then be subject to a 
30 day public review period. A report will be made available for public review. 


If, during the public review, there are significant public concerns that cannot be resolved with 
ion, the public has the right to request the Minister of the Environment to subject the 
project to full government and another public review. If concerns are still significant, the 
Minister could request a hearing. Please contact the Regional Roads Department if you are 
considering making this request and the process will be explained to you in detail.

We have noted your concerns with the preliminary design shown at the Information 
Centre, and understand that you are, nevertheless, in favour of an extension of Stone 
Church Road. The following is our response to the concerns expressed in your 
comments. 


f. Type of Development 


Regardless of the alternative location of the Stone Church Road Extension, there 
will be the possibility of development behind properties on Elodia Court. 
Currently, that area is designated as Specific Policy Area 3 in the Town of 
Ancaster's Secondary Plan for the Meadowlands. That Secondary Plan states that: 


"The Specific Policy Area 3 will be developed for 
residential purposes. Future development of this area will 
be conditional upon a detailed secondary plan to determine 
road layout and residential densities and the preparation of 
an environmental impact statement." 


Please contact Alain Pinard, Acting Director of Planning, Town of Ancaster for a 
more detailed explanation of their planning policies. 


DE Proximity of Stone Church Road Extension to Property 
All the alternatives for the Stone Church Road extension are in the same general 
area in relation to your property. The Region has considered moving the road

5.2 CHANGING PROJECT STATUS - BUMP-UP: 


It is recognized that in most cases, the projects included under this | 
Class EA will have predictable environmental effects which are | 
responsive to standard mitigating measures. Whe. decree 61 || 
environmental impact, however, is not always directly related to the | | 
project size or cost. Therefore, it is necessary to allow for special 
treatment of those projects that carry significant negative 
environmental effects. 


The provision in this Class EA for elevating the status of a project | 
from the Class EA process to make it subject to an individual 
environmental assessment is called a "bump-up". Members of the 
public, interest groups and government agencies may request that an | 
individual environmental assessment be prepared for a specific project 
which has been subject to Class EA requirements. The Minister of 
Environment & Energy determines whether or not this is necessary 
and may “bump-up" a project: the Minister’s decision is final. If the 
"bump-up" is granted the project cannot proceed unless an individual | 
environmental assessment is prepared which is subject to a formal | 
government review and approval under the Environmental Assessment | 
Act and may result in a formal public hearing. | 


The procedure for dealing with concerns which may result in a “bump- 
up" request is outlined as follows: | | 


1. For Schedule B projects, a person\party with a concern should 
bring it to the attention of the proponent in Phase 2 of the 
planning process. | 


For Schedule C projects, a person\party with a concern should 
bring it to the attention of the proponent at any point during 
Phase 2 through Phase 4 of the planning process. 


2. Ifaconcern is not resolved through discussions with a proponent, i} 
the person\party raising the objection may request the proponent 
voluntarily: | 


‘ to elevate a Schedule B project to Schedule C 


+ to “bump-up" a Schedule B or Schedule C project to an 
individual environmental assessment."

If the proponent declines, and the person\party with the concern 
wishes to pursue the "bump-up", he\she may write to the Minister 
of the Environment & Energy and request a “bump-up"; bump-up 
requests shall be copied by the requester to the proponents. 


For Schedule B projects, the person\party must make the written 
_ request to the Minister within the 30 calendar day review period 
after the Notice of Completion has been issued. 


For Schedule C projects, the person\party must make the written 
request to the Minister within the 30 calendar day review period 
after the proponent has filed the ESR in the public record for 
public review and has issued the Notice of Completion of ESR. 


“Bump-up" requests made or received after the 30-calendar day 
review period will not be considered. It is the proponents 
responsibility, however, to ensure proper notification to the public 
of their legal right of review under this Class EA. (See Public 
Notices under Section 5.1). Failure to satisfy this requirement 
may result in the Minister ordering an additional period of public 
review, with appropriate notification, or could result in the 
Minister accepting a "bump-up" request after the 30-day review 
period. 


It is recognized, however, that resolution of concerns directly 
between the proponent and the person\party raising the concern 
is always preferable to having the Minister make a decision 
through the "bump-up" process: conflict resolution is therefore a 
key element of public consultation. When serious concerns are 
raised late in the planning process, specifically during the 30-day 
review period, the proponent should be prepared to attempt to 
negotiate a resolution of the issues, even if it means that the 30- 
day review period may be exceeded. In this event, the proponent 
should make it clear to the person\party raising the concern that 
negotiations will continue for a mutually acceptable specified time 
period, following which, if the issues remain unresolved, the 
person\party may make a “bump-up" request to the Minister 
within a further 7 calendar days. 


In other words, it is better for the proponent to take extra time 
to resolve issues locally than it is tv have the issues decided by 
the Minister through a more lengthy and less certain "bump-up" 
review. 


On receipt of a bump-up request by the Minister, the Minister or 


the Environmental Assessment Branch shall advise the proponent 
of the receipt of the bump-up request. The EA Branch then has 
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45 days to review the information and prepare a report for the 
Minister’s consideration. The Minister then has 21 days within 
which to make a decision. In considering a request for bump-up, 
the Minister shall give consideration to the following issues. 


+ extent and nature of public concern 

+ potential for significant adverse environmental effects 

¢ need for broader consideration of alternatives by the 
proponent 

+ considerations of urgency 

+ frivolous or vexatious nature of "bump-up" request 


+ degree to which public consultation and dispute resolution 
have taken place. 


The EA Branch shall carry out a review of the "bump-up" request for 
the Minister, shall consider both sides of the argument and shall make 
a recommendation to the Minister within 45 calendar days of its 
receipt. In the event that there are critical deficiencies in the 
documentation submitted by the proponent, the Director of the EA 
Branch may require the proponent to submit additional information in 
order to assist in the decision: At this point, the remainder of the 45 
day period no longer applies. Within 21 calendar days of the receipt 
of the additional information, satisfactory to the Director, the EA 
Branch shall make a recommendation to the Minister. 


Upon receipt of a recommendation from the EA Branch, the Minister 
shall consider the request, shall consider both sides of the argument 
and shall make one of the following decisions within 21 calendar days 
of receipt of the EA Branch’s recommendation. The proponent is free 
to continue to plan a project but shall not implement any part of it 
(including site preparation) until the Minister’s decision has been 
made. 


Decision I - Deny: 


If the Minister decides to deny the "bump-up" request, the Minister 
shall inform the requester and the proponent of the decision, stating 
reasons for the decision; the project may proceed. 


Decision II - Deny with Conditions: 


In some cases, the Minister’s decision to deny may include certain 
conditions, one of which may be to require a Schedule B project to be 
planned under Schedule C. The Minister shall inform the requester 
and the proponent of the decision, and shall state reasons, and 
conditions, if any. If a “bump-up" request is denied with Minister’s 
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conditions, the proponent shall fulfil the conditions when implementing 
the project. 


Decision III - Deny\"Bump-up" following EAAC Referral: 


To assist the Minister in reaching a decision, the Minister may within 
the 21-day period refer the bump-up request to the Environmental 


Assessment Advisory Committee (EAAC) for review and shall so 


advise the requester and the proponent. At that point, the remainder 
of the 21-day period no longer applies. On receipt of the report from 
EAAC, the Minister shall immediately so advise the proponent and the 
person\parties making the bump-up request. The Minister then has 
21 calendar days from the receipt of the report in which to make a 
decision to deny, deny with conditions, or to bump-up the project. 


It must be recognized, however, that projects which are referred to 
EAAC are typically more complex or controversial than the average. 
Consequently the EAAC report to the Minister may go beyond a 
simple deny or “bump-up" recommendation. In order to make a 
decision, therefore, the Minister may require more than 21 calendar 
days in which to review the EAAC report and make a decision. 
Furthermore, the Minister’s decision may include conditions. 


Decision IV - "Bump-Up": 


If the Minister decides to grant a "bump-up" the proponent and the 
requester shall be so informed, with reasons.The Minister may also 
provide direction to the proponent by way of defining the scope of the 
problem being addressed by the project. The proponent is then 
required to prepare and submit an individual environmental 
assessment for that project in order to proceed, or the project may be 
abandoned. In the event that the proponent abandons the project, 
other solutions to the same problem may be planned and carried out 
through the Class EA process. 


Environmental Assessment Advisory Committee (EAAC): 


EAAC was established by the Minister of the Environment to provide 
advice to the Minister on matters relating to the application of the EA 
Act. When requested by the Minister, the Committee reviews “bump- 
up" requests, exemption requests, designation requests and EA policy 
matters. Reviews conducted by EAAC are at the discretion of the 
Minister to whom EAAC is accountable. 
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EAAC reviews generally consider the following issues: 


(a) Environmental significance. 

(b) Adequacy of other statutory approvals, (ie: Environmental 
Protection Act, Planning Act). 

(c) Opportunities for public involvement. 

(d) Urgency of the project. 


When referring to “bump-up" request to EAAC the Minister indicates 
which of the following types of review is to be undertaken: 


Types of EAAC Review 
Level of Public Consultation 


A- Open Based on EAAC’s discretion: EAAC distributes a public 
notice and generally conducts a public meeting. 


B-Defined 


Limited to directly affected groups selected by the 
Minister or EAAC: EAAC may give private notice and 
may hold a meeting. 


No public notice or consultation: the Minister usually 
has made a preliminary decision and may seek 
additional advice. 


C-Internal 


In Open and Defined Reviews, EAAC would generally hold a public 
meeting near the location of the proposed project to hear submissions 
from the public and from the proponent. When referring a matter to 
EAAC, the Minister also specifies the time-frame for reporting back, 
which is generally 8 - 12 weeks. 


In its report to the Minister, EAAC recommends whether the project: 
should be "bumped-up" or whether there are other means of addressing 
environmental concerns. The Minister then makes a decision based on 
EAAC’s recommendations. EAAC’s report to the Minister is made 
public at the time of the Minister’s decision, or earlier if the Minister 
so directs. 


5.2.3: Responsibility of the Public: 


Members of the public having concerns about the potential 
environmental effects of a project have a responsibility to bring their 
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concerns to the attention of the proponent early in the planning 
process, when the proponent has greater flexibility to accommodate 
changes in project development. 


On the other hand, members of the public expressing concerns should 
be advised not to make a “bump-up" request until planning is complete. 
This will ensure that the proponents evaluation of the environmental 
impacts and the mitigating measures being proposed are fully 
understood. "Bump-up" requests made before the 30-day review period 
are likely to be considered by the Minister to be premature, except 
those projects which do not display the typical characteristics of the 
Class EA, as set out on page 1 of this document. 


When submitting a “bump-up" request to the Minister, which must be 
in writing, the person\party making the request should address the 
following issues: 


environmental impacts of the project and their significance 

the adequacy of the planning process 

the availability of other alternatives to the project 

the adequacy of the public consultation program. and the 

opportunities for public participation 

¢ the involvement of the person\party in the planning of the project 

¢ the nature of the specific concerns which remain unresolved 

¢ details of any discussions held between the person\party and the 
proponent 

¢ the benefits of requiring the proponent to undertake an individual 
environmental assessment 

¢ any other important matters considered relevant.

The requester shall forward a copy of the "bump-up" request to the 
proponent at the same time as submitting it to the Minister. 


“Bump-up" requests which are clearly made with the intent of delaying 
project planning and implementation or which do not contain a 
reasonable amount of information, may be denied by the Minister on 
the basis of their being frivolous or vexatious. 


When, following a "“bump-up" request having been made, the 
proponent has satisfied the concerns of the requester it is the 
requester’s responsibility to withdraw the “bump-up" request. Such 
withdrawals should be in writing to the Minister and should be copied 
to the proponent. The Director of the EA Branch may accept and 
may act upon such withdrawals on behalf of the Minister.

Thank you for providing the Region with your comments on the above project at the 
recent Public Information Centres in September 1993. 


We understand that your main concern with this project is the potential increase in traffic 
volume/noise at the proposed intersection of Stone Church Road and Omni Court. When 
Upper Horning Road is closed for the construction of the Red Hill Creek Expressway, 
residents from the Gurnett neighbourhood (who currently go north on Upper Horning 
Road to get to Highway 403) will go south on Upper Homing Road and use Omni Court 
to get to the proposed Stone Church Road extension to Golf Links Road. However, 
traffic from the Gilkson and Falkirk West and East residential areas (residents who live 
east of Upper Paradise and south of Stone Church Road) will no longer utilize Omni 
Court to get to Upper Horning Road and Highway 403. Instead, they will use the 
proposed Stone Church Road extension to Golf Links Road. As a result of these two 
changes, the net change in traffic volumes on Omni Court is expected to be minor. 


When the Red Hill Creek Expressway is completed, Upper Horning Road will no longer 
be a route to Mohawk Road/Highway 403 via Stone Church Road and Omni Court. 
Therefore, the overall volume of traffic along with its associated noise levels. are 
expected to be reduced on Omni Court.

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SPO staff explained that the process being followed encourages the 
public to express their concerns so that changes can be made early in the 
planning for the project before decisions are made. The preferred route 
represents two years of consultation with the public, provincial agencies 
and local municipalities. 


SPO has responded in writing to all comments received from the 
residents in the area but has received no further response to suggestions 
that meetings be set up to explain the project and respond directly to 
concerns. 


Councillor D’Amico indicated that he is acting for some of these 
residents. The Minister of the Environment and Energy, for all 
bump-up requests, will examine how the public has been involved in the 
process. It would be to the residents’ benefit to contact SPO and 
discuss the issues directly with SPO if they intend to request a bump-up.

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Issues and Comments Received from the Residents: 


- Comment: Why can’t a service road be built on the south side of the 
Expressway behind the houses on Elena Court? 

: Regional staff have looked at this option and found it 
infeasible. There is not enough room to construct a service road in 
the Expressway lands and the easement on the rear of the Elena 
Court properties can only be used for the purpose of building noise 
attenuation. : 


Comment: Is it possible to provide buffering of those residents that 
back unto the road to protect views? 

: Yes. In the Environmental Study Report, we can 
commit to involving the residents in the development of appropriate 
buffering through landscaping or berms. That document is legally 
binding on the Region. 


- Comment: Will there be load restrictions on the extension? 
: Currently, Stone Church Road is not a truck route west 
of Upper James. Also, the Region is looking at truck route needs 
following the opening of the Expressway. 


- Comment: What will be the land use in the two triangles north of 
the new extension? 
: That is a decision to be made by the Town of Ancaster. 
The Regional Roads Dept. is not planning any use of the land. The 
Ontario Hydro lands are the only publicly owned property and the 
rest of the land is in private ownership. The triangle east of Elodia 
Court could have access from Upper Horning. 


- Comment: Where will the road bein relationto Elodia Court? 
: The road will be approximately ten meters below the 
height of the houses. 


- Comment: Will there be a reduction in property value? If so, will 
the residents be compensated? 

: There is no way to determine if this will result in a loss of 
property value since access to a major highway is seen as desirable to 
some people and not important for others. Councillor Ross 
suggested that they could look into possible avenues for 

compensation and that property owners could request to have their 
property reassessed at any time.

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Comment: Is it possible to build a structure that allows the deer to 
cross under? 

: The Ministry of Natural Resources has indicated that 
keeping the Environmentally Sensitive Area in one large piece is 
sufficient to ensure enough remaining habitat for deer and that it 
would not be necessary to provide access to the triangles of land 
north-east of the new extension. 


Comment: General comments on preference to have Susan Drive 
not used as the sole access since there may be increased traffic ona 
local road. 


Comment: Has the Region bought land? How much did it cost and 
what happens if the EA falls through? 

: The Region has purchased land from the Meadowlands 
developer subject to the approval of the environmental assessment. 
Cost: $1.2 million. 


Comment: Have the developers in the Meadowlands been 
involved? 
Response: They have been involved throughout the process. 


Comment: Will there be lights? 

Response: The Region will make provision in the design for lights 
and sidewalks but it is up to the Town of Ancaster to provide the 
funding for these features. Ontario Hydro decides how to provide 
electricity (overhead wires or buried wires). 


Comment: Why did the original plan as shown in the Official Plan 
change? 

: The Official Plan indicates an intention to build roads. 
The Class Environmental Assessment process decides on the 
location. 


Comment: How will the rest of Stone Church Road be developed? 

: A Class Environmental Assessment is being done on 
both Stone Church Road and Rymal Road to determine the 
reconstruction requirements. From the first public information 
centre on Stone Church Road and from staff discussions, Stone 
Church Road may only be three lanes. It is being seen asa 
residential arterial that will have a reduced function for through 
traffic when the Expressway is completed. A Class EA for Rymal 
Road is also being initiated. That road will serve a higher volume of 
traffic.

- Comment: How will the rest of the Environmentally Sensitive Area 
be protected? And if it cannot be protected, why is the Roads 
Department recommending this alignment? 

: The ESA is designated 1n the Regional Official Plan. 
This means that developers must provide an environmental impact 
statement for any development in that area and show how their 
development does not reduce the environmental significance of the 
site. The Regional Roads Department has a responsibility to take 
into consideration the ESA in the planning for the road. 


In addition, the Provincial Wetlands Policy says that no 
development shall occur in a wetlands and for proposed 
development within 120 m of the wetlands boundary, an 
environmental impact statement must be prepared that shows that 
the development will not reduce the significance of the wetland.

- Comment: Can the Hydro lines be buried underground?
